SMALL CLAIMS TRIBUNAL 
If you are still dissatisfied, and the amount involved is 
under $1000, you may lodge a claim with the Small Claims 
Tribunal. The first aim of this Tribunal is to settle the 
dispute by mutual agreement. If this is impossible, the 
Tribunal makes an order which is binding. Anyone can make 
a claim. If you are under 18, the Tribunal may appoint some- 
one (not a lawyer) to represent you. The Registrar of the 
District Court or the Citizens Advice Bureau will be able to 
tell you whether your claim qualifies. A filing fee of $5.00 
is charged and is the only cost involved unless the Tribunal 
orders you to pay any other costs. This is rare.

The City Health 
Department provides a Housing Improvement Advisory Service for 
property owners requiring advice on upgrading or adding to 
their properties. 
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Rental Housing for the Elderl 
Units built by the City Council and subsidised by Government 


are let only to persons 60 years of age and over or to persons 
in receipt of an invalids’ benefit who have a housing need and 
whose assets do not exceed $12,000 for a single person or for 
a couple $15,000 (excluding car, furniture and personal 
effects). The Council administers in excess of 1500 units. 


Adams Bequest Housing for the Elderl 

Fourteen rental units. Eligibility is for those over 

60. The asset limit is $25,000 and rents are higher than for 
the Elderly Persons Housing. 


Owner/Occupier Housing for the Elderl 

These units cater for persons imeliginie for rental housing 
because their assets exceed the government limit. A cash 
contribution is required and the balance of the cost will be 
provided by mortgage. The qualifications as required for 
rental accommodation apply but the asset limit is increased. 
When owners no longer require the flats, they are re-purchased 
by the Council for re-allocation. 


Rental Flats Available to the Public 

3 ats in various complexes. 

These flats are available to any but preference is given to 
those with a housing need. Accommodation ingludes bedsitters, 
one, two and three bedroom units. 


Rental Houses 

Properties bought for Council projects such as motorways and 
road widening etc, are usually let on short-term tenancies 
until such time as the properties are demolished.

RATES REBATES 87/88 
To qualify for a full rebate on a personally occupied home for 


the rating year, the combined income of the ratepayer 

and spouse for the year ended 31/03/87 must not be more than 
$6,527 per annum (plus $156 for each dependant) but even with a 
higher income than this the ratepayer may qualify for a partial 
rebate. 

Those who qualify for a rates rebate are required to pay the 
first $160 of rates plus one-third of the balance. The maximum 
rebate allowed is $200. 

The income at which the rebate stops depends on: 

(a) The rates payable; 

(b) The combined income; 

(c) The number of dependants. 

Any enquiries should be directed to the Rates section of your 


local authority. 
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Postponement of Rates in Cases of Serious Financial Hardshi 
The Council will consider applications for postponement of rates 
until death or the property is sold.

BASIC RULES FOR AN EMERGENCY

Do not use your telephone - lines must be kept clear for 
saving life. 


Listen and remain tuned to your nearest operating radio 
station servicing your community and carry out instructions 


given (a transistor radio may be necessary - power may be 
off). 


Contact your neighbours - they may need help. 


If you need help or can offer help, get in touch with the 


nearest state primary school where you will locate the 
sector warden. 


Do not go sightseeing - it will block streets, delay 


essential traffic and prevent assistance reaching those 
urgently needing it. 


Know how and where to turn off electricity, gas and water. 


Always have an.electric torch and first aid kit in a place 
known to all members of the household. 


If you have to go outside wear warm clothing and stout foot- 
wear.

3. If time permits act as for flood.
